Escape After Locking Aged 
Cashier and Teller in 
Vault of Lank. 


“Faith C u r e ” Yields 
to Science

Throe Springs, Pa., Aug. 28 (AP)-— 
Locking a 73-year-old cashier and 
his teller in a vault, two shabbily 
dressed robbers Monday looted the

Paris, Aug. 28 (AP). — Dorothy 
Thompson. American newspaper and 
magazine writer who was "invited” 
to leave Germany, arrived here S un­ 
day, and in a spirited description of 
her 
adventure 
said. 
“Chancellor 
Hitler is no longer a m an he is a 
religion.” 
Miss Thompson, in private life 
Mrs 
Sinclair Lewis, wife of the 
novelist, was asked by the secret 
police at Berlin Saturday to leave 
the country Immediately. 
Presum ­ 
ably an article she wrote three years 
ago. when Hitler was still striving 
to become der Fuhrer gave offense 
to tho nazis. 
She was of the opinion th a t her 
expulsion “is evidently a part of a 
cam paign of terrorism against for­ 
eign correspondents.” 
"G erm any” she continued, "is a 
charm ing country, but it is becom­ 
ing the most comfortable and most 
hygienic prison in the world.” 
Miss Thompson had memorized 
Ute letter from 
G erm an officials 
asking her to leave. 
As French 
correspondents swarmed about her, 
when the Berlin express cam e to a 
stop, she repeated the letter verba­ 
tim .

Hurricane Hits 
Coast of Texas 


Houston, Texas, Aug. 28 (AP) — 
Gales off the Gulf of Mexico swept 
the Texas coast in the vicinity of 
Galveston 
and 
Freeport 
M onday 
night, only a m onth after a h u rri­ 
cane which killed eleven persons 
and caused $1,000,000 property dam ­ 
age. 
No loss of life and little harm to 
buildings had been reported. 
The 
storm appeared to be of slight in ­ 
tensity, but patients in the F ree­ 
port hospital were moved forty-five 
miles northw ard of Houston as a 
precautionary measure. 
Coast guardsm en a t Freeport re ­ 
ported the wind had attained a ve­ 
locity of forty-five miles an hour. 
The barom eter’s reading was 26.69 
and the ocean was swelling heavily. 
The wind was blowing hard at 
San Luis Pass, on the west end of 
Galveston island. 
W inds abated to 
thirty-six miles an hour at G alves­ 
ton after attaining a velocity of 
forty. 
The barom eter rose slightly 
there. 
The weather bureau predicted the 
center of the disturbance 
would 
move inland soon near Freeport. 
Eleven dead was the toll in a h u r­ 
ricane a m onth ago which tore into 
the Texas coast between Corpus 
C hristi and Galveston.

1,000 CONVICTS 
GO ON STRIKE 


Warden Smith Givt?n Broad 
Powers to Put Down Any 
Further Mutiny. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 28. — A fresh 
m utiny broke out 
M onday 
noon 
when nearly 1,000 defiant convicts at 
the state’s "model prison” at G rater- 
ford refused to work. 
The prison kitchen—m anned by 
convict labor—was paralyzed and no 
prisoners received food last night. 
An acute emergency was created 
by shortage of hands in the prison 
power plant, but officials succeeded 
in keeping the m achinery in opera­ 
tion and electric service was not in­ 
terrupted. 
The new dem onstration, staged in 
protest against the punishm ent of 
leaders of last S aturday’s riot, in 
which more than $4,000 dam age was 
done by frenzied stam peding men, 
threw down the gauntlet to the 
penitentiary adm inistration and the 
challenge was accepted a t once. 


W ith the “strike" on in full swing 
at G rater ford, and increasing evi­ 
dence of unrest among prisoners at 
Cherry Hill, the board of trustees 
resorted to unprecedented methods 
and term inated the "kid glove” sys­ 
tem of adm inistration. 
Strong Arm Methods 
The next riot at either branch of 
the Eastern penitentiary will be put 
down by “strong-arm methods.” 
M achine guns, rifles, pistols and 
riot clubs, which in past outbreaks 
have been used chiefly as threats, 
were given new m eaning by the 
trustees’ instructions to W arden H er­ 
bert A. Sm ith to: 
“ . . . take w hatever m eans are 
essential to m aintain order at the 
institution.” 
“We’re through kidding,” Dr. Guy 
T. Holcombe, president of the board, 
declared. 
Sm ith’s m ethods, which won him 
the 
nicknam e 
of 
"Hard 
Boiled 
Herby," have been tem pered in past 
disturbances by a sincere desire of 
the adm inistration to prevent blood­ 
shed. 
Yesterday's unprecedented action, 
taken after three days of disorders 
at G rater ford and while even more 
serious trouble Is threatening the 
peace of the prison, at Twenty-first 


and Fairm ount avenues, gives Sm ith 
a free rein to crush the brewing m u­ 
tiny. 
W hile the trustees were deliberat­ 
ing these strong measures, fifteen of 
the alleged ringleaders in Saturday’s 
riot a t G raterford were arraigned 
in Norristown and were held on 
charges of inciting to riot, conspir­ 
acy to incite a riot and conspiracy 
to commit arson.
